INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 


From the “ London Critic.” 


Nearly two years have elapsed since we heard anything of the 
American Copyright Question. It was then, we were told, on the point 
of satisfactory adjustment ; and Lord Napier, it was said, had settled the 
preliminaries of a treaty which would meet the views of publishers and 
authors on both sides of the Atlantic. The principle of the promised 
adjustment was that of a royalty in every copy of an English work re- 
printed and sold in the States. There were evident difficulties in the 
way of carrying this principle out, but they were difficulties of a kind to 
strike a practical man engaged either in the production or the publica- 
tion of books. The statesmen and diplomatists were satisfied. The 
‘public opinion of publishers and authors in Great Britain was in favor 
of any arrangement which would recognize their claims in almost any 
way. Two years have elapsed, and the question is still where it was, 

We have now, in the person of Lord John Russell, a statesman at 
the Foreign Office who is at least an author. True, his Lordship’s own 
works are not of a kind to provoke American piracy ; but his edition of 
Moore’s Memoirs is now, we see, converted into a people’s one, and has, 
no doubt, had ‘frequently the honor of being reprinted in America. At 
any rate, it is something to have an author at the Foreign Office. There 
is an esprit de corps which Lord John Russell himself must feel, and to 
which politicians like Lords Clarendon and Malmesbury, innocent or all 
but innocent of literature, must naturally be strangers, This is a ques- 








tion, moreover, which has no connection with polities, and in settling 
which Lord John Russell would have the assistance rather than the hos. 
tility of political opponents like Mr. Disraeli and Lord Malmesbury, If 
any appeal is to be made on behalf of British authors and publishers, 
Lord John Russell is, in respect of his authorship, a very likely person. 
age to listen to it with attention and appreciation. , 

We have been Jed into these remarks, on the present occasion, by the 
perusal of a long statement respecting the great New York publishing 
house of Harpers, a statement of which our readers will find an accurate 
abridgment in another column. The details ought to be most interest- 
ing to English publishers. Here is a house described as possessing “ the 
largest establishment in the world,” and which, making due allowance 
for Yankee exaggeration, conducts its operations on an enormous scale, 
and yet which, when we come to look into its modus operandi, is chiefly 
indebted for its activity and its profits to the all but unrecognized energy 
and enterprize of British publishers. From the figures given elsewhere, 
it will be seen that, out of 1912 works published by the Messrs. Harper 
of New York, no less than 1006 are reprints of English works, being 
somewhat more than 50 per cent of the whole. If we glance at the de- 
partment which is at once most miscellaneous and most attractive, that 
of “ general literature,” we find the proportion of English reprints even 
higher. Of 70 works in the section of “ general literature” published 
by the Messrs. Harper, no fewer than 550 were reprints of English works 
—a proportion of very nearly 60 per cent! What an amount of inquiry 
and examination, of anxiety and doubt—what an expenditure of capital, 
labor and time, on the part of British publishers—in order that, when 
the hard-fought victory was won and success secured, the Messrs, 
Harper should step in, and with the slightest possible risk reap the fruits 
of the enterprize and toil of their compeers on this side the Atlantic! 

The apathy displayed by British publishers on the subject of Ameri- 
can copyright may be attributed to the fact that, in making their caleu- 
lations, they look solely to the British public, and that they find their 
profit in supplying the demand of the purely British public. But their 
attitude of indifference becomes marvellous when consideration is paid 
to the enormons and peculiar market presented to them by the reading 
public of the United States of America. The States possess a population 
which in numbers treads fast on the heels of our own, speaking and 
reading the same language—which is all but universally educated— 
which looks with the utmost eagerness for the productions of the British 
press—which, indeed, is far more ready than our own reading public to 
welcome a certain class of literary novelties—and which, due allowance 
even being made for the ditference of price here and there, is infinitely 
more given to book-buying than ourselves. Yet such a market, which 
it needs only due pressure from without on a Foreign Secretary to open 
to the publishers of Great Britain, is so disdained by the powerful body 
of British publishers, that their voice is never heard on the American 
copyright question. It is not even as if they were threatened by a very 
formidable opposition on the other side of the Atlantic. American au- 
thors are in favor of an English copyright, because its existence would 
render themselves of more importance in lessening the constant efflux of 
cheap printed copies of English books. The American publishers are in 
favor of it, and we say so advisedly—meaning, however, the more re- 
spectable and opulent among them. A good copyright treaty would be- 
stow on them, for a due consideration, an ownership in English books 
like that which is possessed by English publishers, and would make their 
operations much less dubious and hazardous than at present. The pi- 
ratical scramble for English books which prevails just now in America 
only favors the lowest and most unscrupulous of “the Trade” in the 
United States. The really wealthy as well as respectable publishers of 
America would hail with joy such a modification of the present system 
as might give them an American property in the chief productions of 
contemporary British literature. How, with all these considerations 
staring them, as it were, in the face, British publishers can sit still with 
their hands folded, and decline or disdain to stir in the matter, fills us 
with unaffected surprise. 

We, of course, can merely state their claims, and urge the injury 
which they are doing themselves by their present apathy and inditfer- 
ence. It must be for themselves to act.

Rupp & Carterton have just got out a translation of Michelet’s “La 
Femme” (Woman), by Dr. J. W. Palmer, author of “Up and Down the Ira- 
waddy,” “The New and the Old,” ete., and translator of Michelet’s 
« [?Amour” (Love). The Preface is given by Dr. Palmer in the words of the 
author:—“ This book omits two en the introduction of which in 
LTAmour has been so much censured—adultery and prostitution. I con- 
cluded to leave their discussion to the literature of the day—which is inex- 
hanstible on both these themes. I have demonstrated my problems by 
straight lines, and left to other writers the complicated illustration by 
curves. In their books they elaborately pursue the by-paths ot love, but 
never once strike out on its grand and fertile highway—that impregnation 
which in more elevated passions endures even unto death. Our clever nov- 
elists are in the identical fog that in former times enveloped the casuists, 
who were, moreover, great analysers, Escobar and Busenbaum, who met 
with the same success as Balzac—fifty editions each, of their works—forgot 
only one thing in their subtile researches; but that was the very foundation 
of their doctrine. So the writers of to-day lose sight of marriage, and lay 
down rules for libertinism. This book differs no less from the serious ro- 
mances of our great Utopians—Saint-Simon, Fourier, and the rest. They 
invoke nature, but a very low order of it, in sympathy with the degradation 
of the times; and at once they put their trust in passional attraction, in our 
very inclination towards that debased nature. In this age of stupendous 
effort, of heroic creation, they have tried to suppress effort; but with such a 
being as man, an energetic creator, an artist, effort is part of himself, and he 
is all the better for it. The popular moral instinct perceives this, and that 
is why those great thinkers have not succeeded in founding a school. Art, 
Jabor, and effort rule us all, and what we call nature in ourselves is, most 
frequently, of our own making, for we create ourselves day by day. I felt 
the truth of this while pursuing my anatomical studies last year, especially 
on the brain. The brain is manifestly the organ of work, the incarnation of 
our daily life. Hence its intense expression, and, if I may so say, its elo- 

uence, in superior individuals ; I do not hesitate to call it the most perfect 
dower, the most touching beauty in nature—affecting in the child, and often 
sublime in the man. Let them call this Realism ; I am quite indifferent. 
There are two sorts of realism: the one vulgar and vacant—the other, 
through the Real, attaining the Idea, which is its essence and its highest 
truth, consequently its inherent nobility. If prudery is ‘shocked’ at my 

etry of truth, the only pure poetry, it is of no consequence to me; when 
in L’Amour I broke down the stupid barrier which separates literature 
from the enlightenment of science, I did not ask the advice of those shame- 
faces, who would be chaster than Nature, and purer than God. Woman 
needs a faith, and expects it from man, in order to bring up her child; for 
there can be no education without faith. The day has come when faith may 
be laid down in a formula. Rousseau could not do it; his age was not ripe 
for it. Conscience is the test of truth; but it must have two controlling in- 
fluences—history, which is the conscience of the human race, and natural 
history, which is the instinctive conscience of nature. Now formerly 
neither of these two existed; they have been born within the last century 
(1760-1860). When Conscience, History, and Natural History accord— 
Believe!” 


Henry B. Price publishes “Social Relations in our Southern States,” by 
D. R. Hundley, Esq., who says:—‘‘I have endeavored to speak my senti- 
ments plainly, to narrate facts impartially, and to treat a grave theme in a 
manner becoming its gravity and great importance. Read for yourselves, 
and determine. For, however faulty these papers may be thought in other 
respects, I have endeavored to portray, truthfully at least, what has been 
presented to my own mind, from my present stand-point. Others, I know, 
gazing it may be, from a higher point of observation, have professed to see 
the same objects in a different light; ard they may possibly be right and I 
wrong; for, fully conscious of the imperfectness and general obliquity of all 
men’s vision, I am not so fool-hardy as to swear that the shield whose legend 
I read so plainly, bears the same device upon its other side. At the same 
time, however, permit me to suggest to those who may not view the matter 
in dispute the same as I do, that a peep at both sides will do no harm; since 
otherwise, they might be induced to wage a Quixotic war in defence of what 
may prove (when it is too late, alas!) of no greater merit or importance than 
that same senseless cause of quarrel which resulted in the untimely death of 
both the foolish one-idead knights of the old days of chivalry.” 


Rosert Carter & Brorners favor us with two new publications. ‘ Lee- 
tures on the Book of Revelations,” is by Rev. C. M. Butler, D. D., Rector of 
Trinity Church, Washington, D. C., who says: “It is the first wish of the 
author of these Lectures to avoid the seeming of presumption, which, he is 
conscious, is involved in their publication, by stating his humble object. 
They profess to be nothing more than a pastor’s answer to the request of 
some of his parishioners, that he would give them his views of the prophetic 
portions of the Apocalypse. They are the answer of one with whom the 
study of prophecy has never been a passion. Believing that it was the in- 
tention of the Spirit to reveal things to come, and that it is a duty and privi- 
lege to study the prophetic word, and that this word is profitable; and find- 
ing his hearers interested in this exposition, the author has ventured to pub- 
lish it, with the hope that it may be read with profit by the class to which 
it was originally addressed. It is not the theologian, nor the student of pro- 
pheey, but the humble Christian, to whom the Revelation has been hitherto 
a sealed book, that is contemplated by this exposition.” Also, ‘The Bible 
by itself: an Address delivered in the Madison Square Presbyterian Church, 
at the 36th Anniversary of the New York Bible Society, November 27, 1859, 
by William Allen Butler.” 





Govtp & Lixcotn publish a new and revised edition of “Christ in His- 
tory,” by Robert Turnbull, D. D., author of “ Genius of Scotland,” “ Pulpit 
Orators of France and Switzerland,” “ Life Pictures from a Pastor's Note 
Took.” ete.
